What the People of Ellis County 
Think of Piked Roads. 
We are sure it will not be long 
until the people of this county 
are called upon to vote on a bond 
issue for permanent roads, 
and 
in order that all may know what 
the people who have permanent 
roads think of them we print the 
following. 
It is part of a letter 
written by the Secretary of the 
Commercial Club of Waxahachie 
to a friend in Hunt county: 
“ There is not a man 
to 
my 
knowledge in this entire section 
who is not an enthusiastic advo­ 
cate of the cause of good roads. 
Many of them who opposed the 
issuing of bonds before the roads 
were built are now so enthusias- 
tis that they voluntarily 
go 
to 
other sections of the s^ate when­ 
ever a like matter is being taken 
up to use their influence in get­ 
ting the farmers to vote in favor 
of the bonds. Our bonds were of 
the 40 year class but we feel that 
with the enhanced value of the 
property as the result of budding 
up the good roads, we will within 
18 or 20 years be able to cancel 
the last one of them. Land that 
was selling for $75 an acre 
be­ 
fore we had pike roads is 
now 
selling from $125 to 
$150 
per 
acre. 
selling for $200 an acre. 
I can 
not begin to estimate 
what 
it 
means in the way of saving the 
teams, wagons and harness, 
to 
say nothing of the increased ton­ 
nage that can 
now 
be hauled 
with the same power as against 
the old muddy way. 
It 
is 
no 
logger a question of how 
much 
the mules can pull, but how much 
can the wagon sustain. We have 
a black, waxy soil, and the main 
burden of opposition argument 
was that we had no material with 
which to build roads, but when 
vfe secured the services of a com­ 
petent engineer to show us how 
tp properly grade them, these ob­ 
jections were proven 
false 
and 
the opposition was changed into 
a lvocacy of the pike road bonds. 
I/want to add that I do not know 
cm a farmer who lives along these 
ikes who would oppose voting a 
ond issue if we were called upon 
o do the same again.”
